Pittsburg, Pa,, July 17.—National 


Organizer Thomas K. Flynn, of the 
American Federation of Labor, came 
to Pittsburg from Washington this 
morning and after a consultation 
with the officials of the Amalgamated 
association, pledged the support ot 
the federation in the strike In an 
interview, lEr. Elynn said the- feder- 
ation had a membership of 3,000,000 
and they could make an. assessment 
when any of the organizations affili- 
ated with them were in need of as 
sistance. He said he (had just set- 
tled a strike of 4,000 tube workers 
and iron workers at Beading and 
these men announced that they would 
contribute $1 a week each. 
All 


members culd not aftord this, but an 
assessment of five cents each would 
yield $100,000 <and would .lot be 
missed by tlhe members. 


A rumor that gined considerable 


circulation today, to the effect that 
the strike had been, or would be set- 
tled within forty^eight hours, was 
piomptly denied by President Shaf- 
fer, There could be no settlement, 
he said, without a conference, a .id 
the only move made in that direction 
•was the suggestion of arbitration by 
Secretary Bishop, of the Ohio state 
'board of arbitration. 


'COSTLY T'HREATS SO FAR.

those in authority at the headquar- 
ters of the Amalgamated association 
in this city. They refused to be- 
lieve that the Wellsville mill had 
started up and ,said they had every 
reason to believe the plant was £hut 
down an'd* would remain so in spite 
of the efforts of Hr, Smith.

Sheet Steel company for the Pitts- 
burg district, was here Tuesday and 
in an address to the mill men de- 
clared that the onill would foe run as 
a non-union mill* He gave orders 
for the mill to start this morning, 
In response to Smith's order about 
thirty went out to work, two of them 
were members of the Amalgamated 
association. *Tho manager of the mill 
concluded that thirty men was not 
sufficient to man the crews and the 
attempt for the present has been 
abandoned. It is said that non-union

It is estimated that in 


he daily loss of nearly 23,000 boxea 
of tin plate a day the American Tin 
Plate company is daily losing aver 
$90,000, while the loss to the can- 
aing companies, 
un&ble to secure 


their material, is enormous in addi- 
tion. 
Practically no stocks have 


been carried and the consumption lias 
kept pace with the production for 
some little thne past, 
A"bout 700 


tons of the 1,000 tons daily produc- 
tion of the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany is being lost, and this repre- 
sents a loss each day to the combine 
of at least $50,000. 


The loss to the gas stove manufact- 


urers is also great, as the mills are 
closed which make a specialty of 
stove iron, 
This is the heavy sea- 


son for making 'Stoves. 
About 2,000 


or 2,500 tons of steel hooips, bands 
and cotton ties are being lost daily 
by the American Steel Hoop company 
by reason iof the strike, and this rep- 
'esents a daily loss in money of $70,- 
000. 
It is estimated that the men 


are losing in wages $150,000,

Status of New Chwang Relating to Ruisia to be 


Fixed—Russia Reluctantly in These 


Late Negotiations, 


Washington, July 17.—It is under- 


stood to foe the desire of 'some of the 
great powers that the disposition of 
Manchuria should go before the -min- 
isters at Pekin. and be finally deter- 
mined "by joint agreement 'among the 
powers. 'Although, no definite step 
has been taken In that direction, It 
is (being discussed 'by foreign repre- 
sentatives stationed 'here, "who fully 
expect that the plan .will be adopted. 


•Hus'sia, it is expected will fte re- 


luctant to agree to it. Attention has 
been -directed to the latter by reports 
that -Russia has resumed direct nego- 
tiations with China concerning Man- 
churia and also by yesterday's cable- 
gram stating that a Hussian procla- 
mation was about to be issued estab- 
lishing New Chrwang as a Hussian 
port. 


:As to the report that Russia will 


proclaim Nuchwang to ibe a Bussian 
port, it is pointed out in diplomatic 
quarters that Wuchwang; is a treaty 
port and as such is open to the com- 
merce of the world under the exist- 
ing tariff regulations with China and 
foreign merchants have the right to 
trade and to conduct establishments 
there. These rights o£ trade could 
not >be attested, in the opinion of 
diplomatic officials, 
by a Russian 


proclamation unless the powers had 
previously given assent. Thus far, 
however, there has b'een no request 
from Russia or (China 'for any change 
in the status of Nuchwang as one of 
the treaty ports. 


Mr. Hockhill, our special commis- 


sioner at Pekin, lias 'been instructed

States to the -discussion of the propo- 
sition to increase the Chinese customs 
dues in order to provide means for, 
the payment of the international in-' 
demuity.

undertaking. It was fixed upon" the 
idea that payment was to be made in 
Cash by China. Confronted with tho 
bond payment, the Japanese govern- 
ment asked that her allotment be in- 
creased to $27,000,000 in bonds, to 
make good the loss she would suffer 
through the sale of the 'bonds. 


An soon as s6me of Ihe other na- 


tions found that the allotment, as 
cnginnlly fined, -was in danger of be- 
rjsf disturbed, tliey came in with in- 
creased demands and thus it is that 
Japnn, finding that insistence upon 
her demand would blockade the nego- 
tiations at this phase, has withdrawn 
lier request for the present at least. 
It is safe to assume that the TJntted 
Slates government will do what it 
can to secure compensation for Japan 
in some other way in the future.

W. Aid rich, of Rhode Island, and his 
family, the steamer Tremont, of the 
Joy line, which left Boston yesterday 
for New York with 300 passengers,

beached today.

of the Tremont 
supposed that the 


yacht would pass astern of their ves- 
sel, as her course seemed to be on a 
line diagonal to that of the Tremont. 


The force of the impact was suf- 


ficient to 
throw passengers from 


their bunks and caused the greatest 
excitement among them for a time, 
but the officers of the Tremont main- 
tained discipline, and aid T?as quicly 
at hand. 
The steamer City of Wor- 


cester and tho City of I-owell were 
both near-by, and promptly went to 
the assistance of the Tremont.

ing to figures compiled Tiy the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch, the steel strike is 
daily costing the three companies in- 
volved $210,000 and the workmen 
$150,000. 
It is estimated that in 


the daily loss of nearly.23,000 boxes 
of tin plate a day the American Tin 
Plate company is daily losing over 
$90,000, while the loss to the can- 
ning companies, 
unable, 
to secure 


their material, is enormous in addi- 
tion. 
Practically no stocks have 


been carried and the consumption lias 
kept p:ice with the production for 


little time past. 
About 700 


tons of the 1,000 tons daily produc- 
tion of the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany is being lost, find this repre- 
sents a loss each day to the combine 
of at least $50,000. 


The loss to -the g-ns stove manufac- 


turers is also great, as the mills are 
closed which make a specialty of 
stove iron. 
This is the heavy sea- 


son for making 'Stoves. 
About 2,000 


or 2,500 tons of steel hoops, bands 
and cotton ties are -being lost daily 
by the American Steel Hoop company 
by reason 'of the strike, and this rep- 
resents a daily loss in money of S70,- 
000. 
It is estimated that the men 


are losing in wages $150,000. 
The 


tin workers will lose S6,OOO daily in 
addition. 


In addition to all of these losses 


the many and varied industries crip- 
pled now and in prospect represent 
losses to the men of large sums that

Amalgamated Men in Sheet, Tin and Hoop Mills 


Quit Work in Response to Order of 


President—Thousands 
Idle. 


Fittsburg, PH., July 15.—The strik 


ordered Sturday night by Presides 
SHaffer, of the Amalgamated Associ 
ation of Iron and Steel Workers 
after failure of the three days' con 
feronce to effect a settlement of th< 
matters nt issue between the Amal- 
gamated association niid the officials 
of the sheet steel, steel hoop and tin 
plate companies, is in full swing to- 
day. 
Reports received at amalga- 


mated headquarters indicate that 
there has been a general response to 
the strike order. 


Whether a general strike ia all ths 


.mills controlled by the United States 
Steel company (the billion-dollar 
combine) will ensue, cannot be stated 
nt this early stage of the great con- 
test. 


"All of our men are out and the 


condition for which we .have been 
preparing these three years and more,

never been equaled in Allen county. 
In a number of cases a yield of thirty 
and thirty-five bushels is reported, 
while other estimates in advance of 
the threshing claim that occasional 
fields will go fully forty bushels to 
the acre. One tract threshed on the 
Bash farm shows up an average of 
thirty-five bushels. 


Another gratifying feature of the 


situation is the fact that the berry 
is large and plump and of the best 
quality, testing from sixty to 'sixty- 
two pounds to the bushel, and will 
develop, a rich flour-producing qual- 
ity.

gland." continued the coroner. "TTpoi 
the removal of the tongue, which wa 
done together with the trachea anc 
the thyroid cartilage, it was found 
that the hyoid bone was fractured. 


"This," said he, "could have besi 


done only by compression upon th: 
neck. The hyoid bone is original!; 
an osEio-cartilogiuous uu-ion, whicl- 
is gradually transformed into an en 
tirely bony, structure, reaching thi 
latter stage at 
about 
the age o: 


puberty. 
It is in the shape of a 


horseshoe, the 'convex portion to th 
front and the ends extending back 
ward and upward, and the muscle: 
of the tongue are built from thi! 
bone. 
The fracture occurred at thi 


junction of the greater cornua, o: 
horn, to the body, and was mor 
marked xipon the right -side than 
upon -the left. 
In this instance to 


bone was about one-fourth of an 
inch in thickness. 


EEAES OUT THEOBY. 


"Ths -bone is hung loosely to thi 


musclas, and could not be broken in 
any other manner than by pressuri 
on the neck. We are positive thi: 
finding bears out the claim of the 
state that Alice Cothrell's death was 
due to asphyxiation, the result o 
being choked, and I can see no room 
for any sort of doubt about it. 
In 


our own post mortem examination \ve 
did-net go as deeply into the -ub 
ject as this, for the appearance o 
the neck,. and .the fact that there 
was no indication of water in lungs 
or throat, was to us positive evidence 
that death was not due to drowning 
but to asphyxiation, and ithat the 
child was dead be-fore her form found 
a temporary resting place in the cis 
tern." 


Asked as to the finding regarding 


the absence of -water in. tlie lungs anc 
the indications of an attempted ns 
sault, Dr. Barnett stated that they 
coincided in every essential particu 
lar with the investigation previously 
made 'by the state.

While the returns forv1900 have no: 


et been, completely tabulated and 
Lassified, they are sufficient to provi 
hat the negro is holding his own. anc 
s as numerous in proportion to the 
•hites as he ever was. , 
• • 


A Washington correspondent of the 
ew York Evening Post who has 


seen looking into the census reports 
•esents some interesting conclusions. 


Among other -things lie says: 


"From the figures at hand, it seems 


iprobable that the negro population *o 
the United States in 190O <was be- 
tween 9,000,000 and 9,050,000. The 
ratio that the negro bears to the to- 
tal in the states already counted, if 
applied to the whole country, would 
give 9,025,000, excluding Indian Ter- 
ritory, where perhaps there are 15,- 
000 more. 
If that estimate be ad- 


mitted as valid, it will make the ne- 
gro constitute 11.8 per cent of the 
total population of the country, as 
against 11.9 a decade ago, tbe loss 
being due to the greater growth of 
the northern states, and not to any 
less- proportion of negroes in the 
south." 


It was found ten years ago that a 


curious movement was going on. in 
the border states. The negroes were 
leaving, going in both directions—to 
the north to seek more tolerance and 
a chance to improve their condition, 
and to the south, to find in larger 
numibers of their own kind the social 
and 
race sympathy which they 


craved. 
Whether the same thing is 


now in progress it not certain, but if 
t is then some difference in the pro- 
portion may he observed, and it is 
just as likely to increase the negro 
ratio as to diminish it. At all events, 
it is safe to say the negro question 
is not working itself out through any 
noteworthy falling off an the colored 
population, of the country, taking it 
as a whole. 


Later information from the census 


office will deal with the social, indus- 
trial and educational conditions of 
the colored people, and there is good 
reason to believe it will show a 
marked advance in these directions. 
Therein, it may be added, lies the 


st hope for a lasting solution of 


:his race problem.

"Union, Wayne, 
Randolph, Putnam, Owen and Madi- 
son, counties the drouth, lias not yet 
seriously injured the corn.

of the corn crop .has been checked by 
the drouth in Tippecanoe and Foun- 
tain counties, but there will be an 
average yield if rain falls socn.

who can hardly pay their rent, and 
who owe all the merchants in the 
neighborhood, and yet have an ap- 
parel unfit for their circumstances, 
and are all '.the time sailing so near 
shore that business misfortune or an 
attack of sickness prepares them for 
pauperism. 
You know very well 


there are thousands of families in 
our great cities who stay in neighbor- 
hoods until they have exhausted all 
their capacity to get trusted. 
They 


stay in the neighborhoods until the 
druggists will let them -have no more 
medicines, and the butchers will sell 
them no more meat, and the bakei 
will sell them no more bread, and th 
groceryman will sell ithem no moi 
sugar.' Then they find the region un 
healthy, and they hire a carmai 
whom they never pay, to take thei 
to some new quarters, where the mci 
chants, the druggists, the butcher 
the bakers and ithe grocerymen com 
and give them the best rounds o 
beef and the best sugars and the bes 
merchandise of all sorts, until the 
find out that the only compensatio 
they are going to get is the 
quaintance of the patrons. There ai 
thousands of such thieves in all ou 
big cities. You see I call them b 
the right name, for if a man buy 
anything lie does not mean to pa 
for he is a thief. 


Of course, sometimes men are flun 


of misfortunes and they cannot 
I know men. who are just as hones 
in having failed as other men ar 
honest in succeeding. 
I suppos 


there is hardly a man who has gon 
through, life but there have bee' 
some times when he has been, so hui 
of misfortune he could not meet hi 
obligations. But all that I put aside 
There are a multitude of people wh 
buy that which they never intend t 
pay for, for which there is no reason 
able expectation they will ever b 
able to pay. Now, if you have he 
come oblivious of honesty and mean 
to defraud, why not save the mer 
chant as much, as you can? Why no 
go some day to his store, and, wher 
nobody is looking, just shoulde:* th 
ham or the sparerib, and in modes 
silence steal away? That would b 
less criminal, because in the otlie 
way you take not only the man' 
goods, but you take tlie time of th 
merchant and the time of his ac 
countant, and you take the time 'o 
the messenger who brought you. th 
£00ds. Now, if you must steal, stea 
in a way to do as little damage to thi 
trader as possible.

Be 
fore trying to answer it, even par 
tially, let us consider one or two con 
ditions in the state, and also wha 
is about to be. 


First. 
There is an absolute desti 


tu'tioii of state institutions 
wihosi 


business it shall be to furnish ui 
skilled an'd systerna ticallj 
traine'c 


teachers, who shall lead our children 
the hope of our country, into a free' 
and better life, the hope of all mor- 
tals. 


We have but 
one state normal 


against three or four in some eastern 
states. 
It is true that a few of these 


states have a, greater population than 
ours, but some, like Massachusetts 
for examiple, have no more popula- 
tion, but do have more norma" 
schools, to say nothing, about hei 
many other institutions of learning 


It will thus be seen that Indiana 


is not putting forth the 'effort tha 
some of the states are. 
She may be 


creditable, but she can be made much 
more so. 
As justly proud citizens 


of a great and ri'ch state let us face 
this obligation and not try to escape 
We appeal to your candor and goo'd 
sense; to your patriotism, and 1'ove oA 
country! Be a sacrificing Old Roman 
for a few years, and your children 
will rise up and call you blessed; the 
civic pulse of Indiana will throb 
with intelligent delight! 
It is far 


more important that the young and 
old alike shall consecrate themselves 
to this service, which insists that 
men shall live, and live freely, in- 
stead of that service (which insists 
that men shall die freely. 


We have but one state normal, 


tliat is at Terre Haute. 
This schoo! 


we love and respect, and we -cannot 
jut have the highest regard for those 
citizens who are intelligent enough 
to consecrate their means and energy 
to the great purpose of education. 
But let us repeat so that it may be 
clear to every one that a single state 
normal in a great and rich civil sys- 
tem like Indiana is but a grain of 
sand upon the vast seasliore; a min- 
ute in eternity. 
Why, the influence 


of this school is scarcely felt in Allen 
county. 
Only twelve graduates out 


of a population of 60,000. 
It 


alarming! 


And this brings us to the second 


condition—the destitution of state in- 
stitutions for the training of teach- 
rs clearly leads to unskilled and too 
youthful trainers of our children. Do 
not misunderstand me. 
We have 


iomd excellent teachers but 
not 


mOugh. 
Let each investigate the 


field for himself and if he does not 
ome to like conclusions with us it 
ill be because he has used the wrong 
ata. 
Now, 
since there is clearly a lack 


.f state normals, why ought Tort 
Wayne not to demand that she have 


second state normal? 
There is n'o 


eason. 
A few months ago there was a bill 
ending in the state legislature, pro- 
iding for the establishment of such 
school. 
Muncie, more awake than 


e, was striving for 'the prize. The 
ill would readily have passed the 
egislature had it no't been discovered 
lat, being a money bill, it had orig- 
lated in the wrong bouse. 
For 


iiis reason the bill did not pass at 
hat time. 
But it will pass perhaps 


the next meeting of the legisla- 


ure; if not, it is sure to do so in the 
ear future. 
Indiana, even from a 


.ouey standpoint," cannot afford to 
e in the rear in educational matters, 
lit Fort Wayne and Allen county 
an afford still less to miss this op- 
ortunity. 
W« have but to will it 


nd it is ours. 
Fort Wayne is larger 


nd, we believe, richer than Muncie. 


Then let her bestir herself! 


We do not stop to dwell upon the 


>enefits of a normal to the city and 


county, for we take ir for granted 
that our readers are all intelligent, 
but not fully awake TO this great 
question. 
For the present in imita- 


tion of Cato's "Carthage Must Be 
Destroyed," so we say. Fort Wayne 
must have the second state normal.

D, W. Jones, the veteran printer 


celebrated his birthday anniversary 
last Thursday, when he reached the 
nge of eighty years, having been born 
near Dayton, Ohio, July 11, 1821 
When he was about 'ten years old he 
came with his parents to Indiana, his 
father having previously selected a 
site for a home at a point on the 
banks of the Misslssinewft five miles 
south of Marion, where he founded 
the town of Jonesboro. 
It was in 


this village that D. W. Jones first ac- 
quired a knowledge of the printing 
business sufficient to enable him to 
:begin the publication of a newspaper 
in 1844, during the presidential cam- 
paign of that year. 
It was called 


the Barnburner, and was printer! 
upon a wooden printing press, the 
forms being inked with balls. This 
method of inking the forms is noth- 
ing more than a tradition to the 
printer of today, and there arc per- 
haps not a score of publishers living 
in. it3ie great commonwealth of Indi- 
ana today who ever saw a wooden 
printing press. Prom Jonesboro Mr. 
Jones went to Marion early in 1850, 
where lie published a paper for sev- 
eral years, when, in. 1863, he was in- 
duced by several prominent republi- 
cans of that day in Eort Wayne to 
come 'here and start a .paper of their 
political faith- He reached the city 
in April and in the following montn 
the first number of the Fort Wayne 
Daily Gazette was printed. The office 
was on the third floor of the Thieme 
building, at the corner of Columbia 
and Clinton streets. The Staats-Zei- 
tung ofBce was also on the same floor 
of this building, with a board parti- 
tion separating the two plants, the 
German paper being then, as now, 
conducted, by the venerable John D. 
Sarnighausen. More room being re- 
quired, the Gazette remained in these 
quarters but a few months, and was 
removed, thence to the second floor of 
the building now occupied by the 
Bash flouring mills. It was while in 
this location, that Isaac Jenkinson, 
now of Richmond, Ind., bought of Mr. 
Jones a half interest in the Gazette. 
It was here, also, that S. E. Morss, 
now owner of the Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel and one of the best known jour- 
nalists in the middle west, first got 
an insight into the way of making a 
newspaper in those days. 
He was 


then very young and very small for 
his years, but foe was very eager to 
enter the office as an apprentice 
nevertheless. However, he was not 
permitted to do so, as a maternal de- 
cree was issued that he should com- 
mune with his school books for sev- 
eral years thereafter, and it was not 
until he liad graduated from the Fort 
Wayne high school that he was al- 
lowed to take up the work of a r«- 
pcrtcr on the Gazette, which some 
time previously had passed out of the 
hands of Mr. Jones. Before he was of 
age Mr. Jones had learned the trade 
of a cabinetmaker, and in the job 
printing office now owned by him 
may be seen a number of type cases 
of his own construction, made after 
he was seventy-eight yeais old. And 
while they are not as smoothly fin- 
ished as arc the cases turned out by 
machinery operated by the skilled 
mechanics employed by the 
tyne 


, Icundries, yet they are highly credit- 


able to his skill -and a critical exam- 
ination of them is necessary to reveal 
the fact that they are hand made and 
home-made as well. His interest in 
the business of printing is apparent- 
ly as strong as it was half a century 


ago, 
when the art preservative of all 


arts had comparatively few followers 
in Indiana. 
Hardly a day pr,sses 


that lie does not work at least a few 
hours in liis little job office, "kirk- 
ing" his press whenever he has a job 
(to run off. 
The specimen books 


printed by the type founders, whicli 
are consulted but rarely by the aver- 
age printer, to him possess an ir- 
resistible charm, and almost daily he 
may be seen poring over the pages 
of some one of them, in whi:h he 
never fails to find specimens of the 
typhographic art that delight him, 
Mr. Jones has lived in Indiana 
seventy years, and 
necrly 
sixty 


•winters have come and gone since he 
first became an humble follower cf 
Gutienberg, so that he may right 
fully claim the distinction of being 
not only a pioneer Hoosier, but 
pioneer printer as well. He is now 
enjoying 
usual 
health, 
and 
his 


friends hope lie may live to celebrate 
many more birthday anniversaries.

ENTIST—WHAT HE CLAIMS. 


That the world is about to see tl 


inauguration of an age of glass 
the prediction of Jules Henrivaus 
till lately the director of the gre 
glass manufactory at St. Gobaim, an 
one of the greatest French chemists. 


Mr. Henrivaus: is an enthusiast o 


glass. He believes it to be the ma 
terial of the future. 
He does no 


pretend that we can look for gls 
cannon or glass men-'o-war or glas 
greyhounds of the ocean, nor doe 
he contemplate the substitution 
vitreous manchinexy for that whie 
we now employ in our various pro 
cesses of manufacture, -but he dos 
claim that glass is the -best sub 
stance known to us for every kou 
of structural purpose, and especiall; 
for" dwelling- houses. 
In. short, i 


the visions of M. Henrivaux 
"ar 


realised, we shall all be living in 


- glass houses fbefore long. 


The point ^! the idea is found dn 


the inexhustible supply of the mater 
ials from which, glass is made, in its 
adaptability to all shapes and forms 
its durability, and its cleanliness 
With regard to the second point, it 
is obvious that glass can be shaped 
and colored, and decorated to an ex- 
tent of which no other matreial is 
capable', and at is upon this aspect 
of th9 idea that M. Henrivaux lav- 
ishes his imagination. 


There are six ways in which glass 


can be manipulated. 
It can <b.e cast 


into window paiies, paving stones, 
panels, etc. It can be moulded auto 
cornices, slates, wall decorations, and 
even, statues. 
It can be blown into 


bottles, turn/biers, vases, and all the 
utensils comprised uudea1 tho name 
of "glassware." 
It can be .blown 


and ground into crystals, lenses, 
prisms, and other objects of art' anu 
utility. 
it can be drawn into the 


finest threads and made in'fco pipes, 


. -baskets, and dress material. It can' 


be turned into mosaics and enamels, 
and can. toe 'brought into the closest 
Imitation of most of the precious 
stones. 


Imagine, with M. Henriv&ux, -the 


construction of a glaa house. 
The 


foundations and the walls would be 
constructed of a variety of glass, -re- 
cently, called "stone glass," -which 
has already sueeesfully withstood 
the severest:tests. "When crushed 
it gives a resistance three times as 
great as granite. 
When subjected 


to hs'at or cold it is found less sensi- 
tive than steel. 
When submitted 


to friction it shows less wear than 
prophyry. 
Shock, as of a hammer 


•blow, it resists to a degree twenty- 
two times as severe as that which 
would fracture marble. The test of 
tension has pratically no effect on it 
whatever. 


The walls, then, would be built of 


glass lield together by angle-iron so 
as to permit of a hollow spaca 
through which pipes could pass (the 
pipes themselves being glosswork),. 
conveying hot . 'air, hot and 
cold; 


water, gas, electric light (wares, j 
drains, and everything needed for! 
the health and comfort of the inhabi- 
tants. Stairs and balustrades, ceil- j 
ings and decorations, mantelspieces ; 
and fireplaces, would all he construct- 
ed of glass. Some of -M. Heni-ivaux's ' 
conceptions in -the way of decorations, '• 
in which the glass is made op'aque or 
tinted with brilliant colors, -or made 
silver and golden, or arranged in 
prisms and crystals with facets like 
diamonds, are -perhaps too fanciful 
to be taiken seriously, but through 
them all there runs the same enthusi- 
asm, the same belief that glass, as 
Thiers once saad of Louis Napoleon, 
is capable of anything. 


Our Chairs an'd! tables, iu the new 


glass age, iwill be made of vitrified 
material, toughened to the strength 
of oak and onahog'any. 
Our cooking 


utensils, our plates, and "cups and 
saucers, will toe made of the same 
substance. 
Even our knives and 


forks will have glass handles, if not 
glass -blades. 


The new glass house will Ue abso- 


lutely clean-, and practically inde- 
structible. 
The whole of its surface 


can be washed from 'the top story to 
the baseinen't, without a trace of hu- 
midity being left. 
-Dust cannot col- 


lect on its polished face, and the 
spid'er will find no place on which to 
hang its 'cobwebs. 


They have already begun, to pave 


the streets--of Paris with glass, and 
it is found that the isuibstance, while 
practically indestructible, is admir- 
ably suited to the feet of both m'en 
and -beasts, and as it n'either holds 
nor makes any dirt <it is absurdly 
easy to clean-. Its only fault is that 
it somewhat increases the- noise of 
tne traffic, but even this might, by 
and by, be tjvercotme. 


One of the features of last year's 


exhibition was the Palais Lumineux, 
of the Palace of Light, -built entirely 
of glass. 
It was to some extent the 


realization of M. Henrivaux's ideal. 
Hot only was it of stolid 'construction, 
but the adaptability of glass to every 
class of decoration in f onm and color, 
aided by dig various degrees of 
opaquesness and transparency, en- 
abled its builders to raise a structure 
which Hi .far transcended. London's 
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crystal pala-ce as a diamond outshine 
iha imitation. 


The question of cost has not bee 


left out of account. 
Glass can b 


made out of almost anything amena 
ble to the influence of fire. The ston 
glass to which, reference has air 
been ma'de is manufactured main! 
from what 'have, hitherto been re- 
garded as wa^te substances, 
slag heaps which disfigure our min 
ing and iron districts are all convert 
ible into glass. 
Evidently the days 


o'f bricks and slate are numbered. 


Perhaps it might be possible, i: 


connection with one of the many pro 
jacted exhibitions to construct on 
modest but sufficient -scale, a dwelling 
of the kind M. Henrivaux describes 
People would then he able to experi 
ence the actual sensation of walking 
along glass floors, of climbing a glass 
staircase, of being surrounded by

glass cups, and stirring it with glass 
':easpoons. 


How far this could' be accomplishec 


with due avoidance of monotony it is 
hard to say.

Moreover, he came nearer to 
tZie persidency in that canvass than 
h2 ever did before or afterward. He 
was bsatea by the change of a few 
iliorisand votes in New York, and the 
c-'isngs. it was believed at the 
•S--3S occasioned by some of Clay's 
letters during the campaign, in which 
3i2 made concessions to the slavery 
ir.rsrest in the Tens annexation 
Piicstion. which was the burning 
issze is that canvass. These snrren- 
o.si5 sent many whig anti-shivery 
"ca over to the liberty party ol 
Ja.ra.e3 G. Bimey, which organization 
comprised the political section of the 
rsclitionists.

though, was not prompted, so far as 
known, iby any feeling that it "woulc 
bD hopeless to attempt to step from 
iiiat chamber into the .presidentia 
Miansion, 'but, it was said, 'by a pre- 
emption that he could work more 
effectively for the presidency -while 
in private station than he could in 
j;ubiic life. 


The speakership also seems to have 


bscn a barrier to the presidential am- 
bition of any person who has held 
that post.

baen speakers. These were neces- 
£:irily among the mast prominenl 
members 
of their party 
in their 


chamber. 
Yet only 
one- of them, 


James K. Polk, ever reached 
the 


presidency, and Polk had been out of 
tlie speakership half a dozen years 
before he was nominated for presi- 
dent. His nomination at that time 
•was due to the deadlock in the con- 
vention between larger .personages in 
his party—ex-President Van Buren, 
C.iss, who was nominated four years 
later; ex-Vice President Richard 'M. 
Johnson and James Buchanan, who 
carried cff the .presidential prize a 
tiDzen years afterward. Nobody at 
the time of the opsning of the con- 
vention of 1844 thought of Polk in 
connection with the presidential nom- 
ination. Van Buren was the favor- 
ite of a majority of the delegates and 
would have received the requisite 
ttvo-thirds vote were it not for his 
letter opposing Tesas annexation, al- 
though only cautiously opposing it, 
published a few weeks before the 
convention met, which letter, so it 
was said at the time, was draisn from 
him by an enemy, who sought this 
insaiis to defeat him for the candi- 
dacy. 
Some of the 
ablest 
and 


worthiest men whom the country has 
had in public life have held the post 
of speaker—Dayton, Clay, Cheves, 
Stevenson, "Winthrop, Backs, Coltax, 
SlAine, Randall, Carlisle and fteed— 
and winy of them have been active 


aspirants to the presidency, bu 
is the solitary instance of an ex- 
speaker ever going to the white house 
and Folk was far from being as able 
or as prominent as many of the other 
incumbents of that office. 


Prominence, of course, 
in public 


office—sena torship, speakership or 
any other post—excites jealousies, 
generates rivalries and raises enemies 
who necessarily have much influence 
in their respective states and parties. 
The speakership is an office which is 
admirably calculated to create ene- 
mies for the man who holds 
it. 


These enmities are among the con- 
siderations which have swayed cau- 
cuses and conventions. 
Then, too, 


the distribution of the public patron- 
age, which, even in these days of 
civl service reform, goes, in a con- 
siderable degree, 
to senators 
and 


other congressional 
leaders in the 


various states, raises up among the 
disappointed many 
enemies to the 


patronage dispenser and tell against 
his political fortunes. lake death, 
political rivalry and jealousy loves 
a shining mark.

The jut 


sentenced her for ten years and dis- 
missed the case against 'Balph Cook, 
who was on trial. 
The seven men 


were also accused of assaulting Miss 
Letitia Campbell. 
The parents of 


Miss Davis say she has 'been intimi- 
dated, and an investigation is in 
progress. 


When the girl was placed on the 


stand and asked by the prosecutor to 
relate her story she said: 


'Everything I have said is a lie; I 


would rather die than send these men 
to the penitentiary." 


The court, jury and prosecutor were 


dumbfounded. 
It was long before 


the prosecutor 
recovered himself 


enough to say anything. 


The girl continued: 
"In the po- 


lice station I told the officers all this 
lie about being assaulted by six men 
in order to help out Aletha Puckett, 
who says she was attacked by them. 
Instead of being fourteen years old, 
as I testified, I am eighteen. 
Yes; 


I know that I will go to prison for 
perjury, but I don't care. I am go- 
ing to save these men." 


Nothing could induce her to change 


her story, and the court dismissed the 
jury, at 1ihe same time ordering the 
prosecutors to prepare papers against 
the girl, charging her -with perjury. 
She went out of the court room and 
back to jail. 


Aletha Puckett. three weeks ago, 


was assaulted, by six men composing 
the notorious McCarty gang, and she 
caused their arrest. 


About a week afterward, Georgia 


Davis, who said she was but fourteen 
years old, claimed that she had "been 
attacked in a similar manner by -the 
gang, and had 
her "witnesses to 


prove it. 


At the same time stories of other 


assaults came to light. 
The mem- 


bers of the STcCarty gang1, already 
in jail at the instigation of Miss 
Puckett, had 
additional charges 


placed against them by Georgi 
Davis. 


About a week ago the Davis girl 


attempted to kill herself, because, as 


said, -the friends of the McCarty 


gang were threatening her life as she 


tified against the men. 
The offl- 


tj then locked her up to keep her 


from committing suicide, and ss a 
precaution against .being threatened 
by friends of the accused, 


.Two members of the gang have al- 


ready been convicted on the charges 
brought by the Puckett girl. Thire 
9 a well-founded belief that Miss 
Jnvis, who is connected with a Mgli- 
y respoctabla family, committad per- 
jury because she feared she would 'ba 
killed if she gave testimony against 
the gang.

ESCAPE IN PARIS. 


MACHINERY WAS DEFECTIVE 


HAD FLOW3T TO THE TOP OF 


THE EIFFEL TOWER. 


HAD JUST BEGUN DESCENT 


HE KIPPED THE GAS BAG AND 


ESCAPED INJURY. 


Paris July 13.—M, Santos-Dumont, 


the Brazilian aeronaut, made the 
ficin Itrial cf his balloon in the at- 
tempt to win the prize of 100,000 
francs offered, by Henry Deutsch for 
a manageable balloon, before a com- 
mittee of the Aero club today. Start- 
ing from the Pare de Heudon, he 
reached the Eiffel tower in & quartei 
of an hour, and after sailing around 
the tower, started to return to the 
Pare de Meudon, but lack of motive 
power necessitated a descent at Bou- 
logne-Sur-Seine. The trials will be 
resumed later. 


The condition for tihc winning of 


the Doutsch prize ;s that the trip 
from St. Cloud to the Eiffel tower an<l 
back must bt made in half e.n hour 
Srmtos-Dximont started at f-AQ a. m. 
He reached the Eiffel tower in fiftsan 
minutes, turned nroirnd it and had 
begun his return, trip when the motor 
failed ani the aeronaut ripped the 
silk of. his balloon, Bearing disaste; 
unless fhe could quickly reach the 
ground. 
The balloo'i pitched for- 


ward, head' foremost, inro a clump of 
trees on the Sothsdbilds estate, near 
Boulonge, where it was cought and 
suspended an the brarch^s art the op- 
posite side of the Seine from the 
starting point. 
Santos-Dumont was 


not hurt. 


A number of spectators had con- 


gregated on the platform of the Eiffel 
tower to (watdh_ the trial. 
They 


cheered the 'balloonist as he rounded 
the tower. 
The witid, which was 


lacking during the first part 01 the 
trip, sprang up after Santos-Durnont 
started on the return, journey and 
was pro-baibly responsible for the col- 
lapse of his machinery, as the balloon 
was seen to turn partly over on its 
side. 


It is calculated that but for the ac- 


cident the trip from the Prac de 
Meudon around the tower and b:ick 
would have been accomplished in 
fifty minutes. 


Santos-Dumont,' as he climbed down 


in 'the tree, where his <balloon was 
caught, (was questioned concerning 
what had occurred. 
He said: 


"My motor was 'badly regulated 


and suddenly refused to act, when I 
was preparing to descend. 
I saw at 


once that unless some action was 
promptly taken, the balloon would 
be •carried away by the wind. 
So I 


pped the silk in order t) coma down 


immediately. 
All had gone well on 


my trip up to tlhat moment. 
I did 


not succeed entirely this time, but I 
hope to foe more fortunate wfth my 
nest attempt. 
I am not bruised or 


hurt in any way." 


Santos-Dumont, hefore he made his 


ascent this morning, said: 


"My present balloon differs some- 


what from my preceding one, and it 
will consequently require several as- 
censions befora I will foe able to han- 
dle it properly and control all its 
movements. 
I succeeded yesterday 


because the weather was favorable. 
One does not try a new vessel in a 
storm, and unless today be suitable 
I will postpone my trip." 


The aeronaut did start, however, 


with a light westerly breeze blowing. 
When the word to let go -was given 
the balloon rose horizontally, main- 
taining perfect equilibrium, until the 
height of sixty feet .was attained. 
Then Santos-Dumoiit pointed the 
head of the balloon in the course he 
wished to take, and the machine as- 
cended spirally in the direction of the 
Eiffel tower. 
Loud cheers greeted 


this successful departure. 
The bal- 


loon soon disappeared behind the 
trees. 
After being hidden from 


sight for an interval of forty minutes 
it reappeared on the home journey, 
traveling at an extraordinary rate of 
speed. 
A few more moments would 


have brought Santos-Dumont safely 
back to his port of departure, when 
suddenly the balloon stopped short 
and its screws ceased to revolve. Con- 
sternation prevailed am^ng the mem- 
jers of the Aero club committee anrl 
the 'crowd, and some one exclaimed: 
He is done for." 
The balloon, however, was carried 


slowly by the breeze towards the 
grounds of the Aero club, but subse- 
quently it was blown back to Bou- 
ogne, where the aerial traveler 
ripped its silken Sides and descended 
n a clump of trees.

JTOAK SAVED JN 'THE AUK. 


The story of the flood -was formerly 


a favorite object of skeptical criti 
cisra of holy scripture. 
Unbelievers 


made sport of it, as having no sure; 
(basis for 'belief than Aesop's fables 
But -within the last generation 
marvelous change has been wrought 
quite contradictory of such iacred 
ulous criticism. 


Antiquarian scientists have ac 


cumulated evidences in favor of faith 
in a deluge, which skepticism cannc 
contend against with any -better ap 
pliance tban a curled lip. 
J?or it has 


'been proved that "all nations- 
preserved traditions of a general de 
luge," and these agree strikingly 
with the account we have in scrip 
ture. 


They of India, Chaldea, Egypt 


China, Greece, and so, too, the Peru- 
vians, Mexicans, 
Greenlanders and 


others represent the event of a vas 
and overwhelming flood as definitely 
as our scriptures' do. 
J?or cur 


ent-purpose we may ssfeJy accspi this 
general testimony and go on to con- 


- sider Noah saved in the arfc as a 


symbol of man saved in -Christ. 


EXTENT 'A MOOTED QUESTION. 
Noah, was saved from an all-en- 


gulfing' overthrow. 
Whether the 


deluge was universal or partial one 
cannot be unerringly certain. 
The 


immense mass of erudite discussion 
on this question wihich. loads our li- 
braries does not settle the matter. 
One learned man takes the side c 
universal flood; another as well in- 
formed insists that it extended only 
as far as Truman habitations. 


The fact that the Bible describes it 


in terms of universality is moat de- 
pended upon by those who are on one 
side. . Thus (Genesis viL, 19). "All 
the high, hills that were under the 
whole heavens -were covered," ''and 
the mountains were covered." 
But 


we have ample evidence that the use 
of universal terms of description in 
scripture is not to be taken always 


x literally. 
\ Por au example, we read in Acts 
zix., 10, that during Paul's two years 
of preaching in Ephesus ''nil they 
which, dwelt m Asia heard the word 
of the Lord Jesus, b*)tli Jews and 
Greeks.". To understand this liter- 
'ally is to force nu author's meaning 
more than any one of us would con- 
sider just. 
(We know very well the 


intention, of the reporter was to Indi- 
cate a' very widespread area of tbe 
.truth: concerning1 Christ 
through 


Paul's preaching in, Ephesus. 
This, 


and not that every man. -woman and 
child in either the continent of Asia, 
or in Asia Minor, or in a smaller pro- 
vince, had heard the good new? of 
salvation by grace. 


NOT MEANT LATERALLY. 


It is easy to instance otiier expres- 


sions in scripture which axe in terms 
of universality but are not meant to 
be interpreted literally. 
Because of 


this and Because of arguments the 
learned have adduced ir favor of the 
deluge extending only -o the then in- 
habited world, we arc ready to agree 
•with such a candid and conservative 
scholar as the 
l?i/i Prof. Taylor 


(Lewis. 
As where he writes that the 


reported of tli3 event in tbe Bible 
"may have supposed the whole earth 
covered as far as he knew anything 
about the earth as a whole." 


!But, while it is a matter of discus- 


sion whether the whole material 
world was engulfed, it is not a ques- 
tion among Bible believers whether 
nil mankind has been involved in an 
apostasy from God. 
Tbat "all hava 


sinned and come short of the glory of 
God" is affirmed categorically. Noth- 
ing could -be more definite and finally 
affirmed than (I.John, v., 19) the lov- 
ing Apostle John asserts: 
We know 


"the whole world lieth in wicked- 
ness/ or, as the margin reads, "in the 
•wicked one," the "old serpent, the 
davil and Satan/' of whom we studied 
in our last lessen, is "the God of this 
•wcrld." 
And mankind 
are 
"the 


children of disobedience." 


The incontestable fact is that never 


has a new tribe or territory been 
found in which men were living vir- 
tuously. 
Without being 'brought to 


faith, in Jehovah and Jesus all sorts 
and conditions of aboriginal peoples 
have been in a moral debasement, the 
controlling tendency in which was to 
sink lower and lower. 
The race of 


human beings lies under the domina- 
tion of bad disposition, desire and 
determination, aud as sure as tbe 
waters of the flood overflowed and de- 
stroyed man from off the earth, sin 
flias swept over -the world of the liv- 
ing and sunk men into oblivion. But 
we pass to a second truth in the 
symbol. 


Noah wns saved by the good provi- 


dence of God "In the ark." 
It was 


•not a scheme of his own devising. 
If the most prdbaWe theory of the 
seen* of the deluge be ac-epted, it was 
not at a seaport, nor at a near ap- 
proach to water* on -which & craft 
Ql ttw vi» of tbe ark could tail. No 


wonder if 
the people chided 
the 


•builder when laying such a keel in 
such a locality. But let us remeiu. 
bsr ths whole structure was an orig- 
inal idea of infinite wisdom. It was 
God's way for saving certain souls, 
and not the way of.wJsdom of the 
world would have chosen. 


Salvation through, Jesus Christ is 


unutterably original. 
In 
all the 


dreams, devices and desires of devo- 
tees and sages, in all ths historic 
ages there never was one which sug- 
gested saviing men 'by the method 
which God provided in Christ. Uni- 
versally, always -and 
everywhere, 


the most that men thought to do 
in order to be saved has been to pro- 
pitiate evil spirits -by offering: costly 
sacrifices and to please 
the upper 


powers by behavjug 'better. -Either 
don't bo bad or else be good, and 
notlhing more 'can be done to secure 
future welfare. 


But God in Js£tis Christ comes to 


a salf-ruined race and offers eternal 
life if we will but believe in Him, 
rest in Him -and return with real 
repentance to Him. He asks no 
bloody sacrifices. 
He does not re 


quire a sinless life. 'He "can be just 
and justify the ungodly who believe 
in Jesus." 


"The Son of Gffian 'came to seek and 


to save them 
that ara lost," and 


"His blood cleanseth 'from all sin.': 
Hs suffered to bring1 us unto God. 


S0OFFE5S O'N ALL SIDES. 


Such sre the glorious gospel truths 


which express this plan of unpar- 
alleled originality (for saving men. 
Of course we know there are many 
who scoff at it. They no more dis- 
cern its fitness to serve the end of 
saving- a soul now -than the neighbors 
of Noah could see any sense in build- 
ing the ark when and where and TIS 
he built' it. 
But tet me 'hops that 


you are glad, as you read this to say: 
I believe in God's method, and "aim- 
ply to Thy cross I cling," 


'•"Nosh was saved because he be- 


lieved end showed that he did by 
atting1 accordingly. Thus we read 
(Hebrews, xi., 7), "By faith. {No?Jh, 
being- warned of 'God of things not 
seen as yet, moved with fear, pre- 
pared nil 'Ark to the saving- of his 
liouse." 
Noah

-blindly. 


There were no recor'dg suggesting- 
such -an event. -He "was not moved 
by some enthusiast, -Peter the Her- 
mit-like, getting- up a mighty earcite- 
m'sut.

It is the message, not the carrier, 
which, we count important in every- 
day life.

mown who proclaim their belief fro

"If any man say be has no sin he 
deceiveth liimself and the truth is 
not in him." 


NOAH A MOD33L FOB MAN. 


As B typically trustful man he is, 


indeed, a model for us who would be 
saved in Christ. Tn Hebrews (ii., 7) 
Noah is called "heir of the righteous- 
ness which is faith." 
That is, he 


inherited from some believing source, 
we suppose, 
the gift and grace o1 


faith. 
Therefore, 
he believed God 


and built the ark and got into it, 
and gathered the inmates that were 
saved with him, -while acting on the 
bare word of God without any sign of 
deluge or doom. 


The greatest proof we can give of 


being in sympathy with and in the 
service of God is by believing what 
He has said. There is no other of- 
fense that gives Him the 
affront 


like quibbling about what He has 
spoken. Believe, "believe, -believe as 
His holy word directs and blessings 
are sure to follow. JToah was only 


comparatively 
righteous 
man. 


After the flood, as we recall, he fell 
into offensive sin; so that unbelievers 
inock at su'ch as be being- a favorite 
of God. 


Their mistake 
is in 
supposing 


Noah stands for an example of spot- 
less perfection. Wot at all. 
He was 


only a comparatively righteous mart. 
But when, we see one surrounded with 
indescribably bad influences at pres- 
ent and this tried and tempted one 
lives afar and away above and better 
than the rest, do we not regard such 
as a model of virtue? 


To obtain a true standard measure 


of any man almost the first necessity 
is to reckon with, his environment. 
Acting on this, who will call Noah 
less than a righteous man compared 
with, the rest of that age and genera- 
tion? CBlessed is he who ever rises 
above the moral and religious prac- 
tices which prevail 
around 
him. 


Against such, we expect, the great 
judge will'decide gently. 


A sweet poem by a precious friend, 


Dr. John H. Finley, of Princeton uni- 
versity, expresses my .thought con- 
cerning such a decision, in terms 
:ouching, tender and true. Here is 
one stanza to prove it:

Johnson, of Cleveland, but the 'com- 
bination was not raJaintaiued after the 
committees -were selected, and durin: 
the all-night session of the commit- 
tae on resolutions it was claimed the 
McLean and Kilbourne men. were no 
longer co-operating 
against the 


propositions of the Johnson, men. on 
the platform and organization. The 
'contest'-was in the committee 'on reso- 
lutions and oni both national and 
'state issues. 


Johnson -men won on their favorite 


views -on state matters 'and the others 
on national issues. 


There is no re-affirmation -af the 


Kansas City or -any other platform. 
There is no mention; of previous plat- 
forms flr of Eryan. 
The sub-com- 


mittee of seven that drafted the plat- 
form stood four to three in favor of 
the 'conservatives, but the full com- 
mittee rejected "both the majority and 
the minority reports and then picked 
out such parts of each as were voted 
in section by section.
